Pursuan: to Administrative Regulation 807 KAR 5:056, the Commission, on
January 23, 2008, established this case to review and evaluate the operation of the fuel
adjustment clause ("FAC”) of Inter-County Energy Cooperative Corporation (“Inter-
County”) for the 6 month period that ended on Qctober 31, 2007.
